Status of the Claims 

This action is in response to papers filed 29 January 2007 in which claims 12-14 and 
24 were amended. The amendments have been thoroughly reviewed and entered. 

The previous rejections in the Office Action dated 28 August 2006 are withdrawn in 
view of the amendments. The amendments place the pending claims in condition for 
allowance. 

Claims 12-14 and 24 are in condition for allowance. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The foUowing is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are drawn to a method of producing a surface of single copolymer chains 
attached via a terminus. The method has an initial step of immobilizing a monolayer of radical 
polymerization initiator molecules, the initiator molecules have a functional group for linking to 
the siuface and a functional group for polymerization initiation. Polymerization is then 
initiated on the initiator monolayer. The surface formed using the method provides individual 
copolymer chains attached to the surface (Fig. 2). The prior art does not teach or reasonably 
suggest the multi-step radical polymerization and resulting product as claimed.
